Civilizeci .Uaii c»nnot Live without 
CookM. 



The more eivibzed man becomes 
the moro attention be jiavs to the 
art of cooking. Our forefathers, a 
few hundred years ago, wero grossly 
ignorant of (be proper way of pre- 
paring food. Provided "tiicy got 
ciioiigli to eat, tho mauiior 
in which it was cooked was 
il matter of Ibo prt>aicst imitfrerence 
to tiiem. When I sju^ak of our foio- 
fiiihers^t must be understoiid I re 
for to Ihe inhabitiiuts of the Hritish 
Isliinds and the norlhoru part of 
Enroi>e. 'I'he natives of Ihe south- 
ern portion of Europe r;iiiked cook- 
ing iiud eat i no- iimoup^ (he line iirts, if 
we can believe the tales of the ban- 
(]uets gven by the ancient Ilomuns 
to their friends. Every corner of 
Kuropo Wiis ruusiicked to procure de- 
licacies for the epicures of Home, mid 
not coiiteiu. with eating at the call of 
hunger, tb(<y ate so much tlnit 
ibey could oat no more, and 
then took medicine to relievo them- 
selves mid ntiike way for another 
meal. Far different wtis tho niiin- 
nerof life among ibe nulives of the 
north u thousand yours ago. Tiieir 
cooking utensils were limited to a 
huge jiot which was hung over the 
lire, mid wbeu the contents wero 
cooked Ciioh helped himself, plunjr. 
ing his hiind, without the slightest 
besitiilioti or e\'remoiiy, into tile pot 
and holding his food In bis list while 
eiiliiig. Hence probablv the proverb 
"rtngei-s wero mado before forks." 
This would probably bo as disgust- 
ing to his dec.sendantsus it wjis to the 
reliuM Homutis, but the harburian is 
excti.suble— be did not know any bet- 
ter. j)oor mtin. 

As northern natives became more 
civilizi>d by contact with ihe Komaiis, 
mure iind mow. attention was paid to 
Cooking, until the Normans, whop 
they invaded England, looked witli 
us mnch horror on tho culinary 
biibits of the Saxons ils llio Romuiis 
dill on those of their forefathers. 

The kitcbeu is the citadel of the 
boiise, mul the cook being the (pteen 
of the kitchen, is the most im porta nl 
individiiiil iu tho bouse. If any thing 
goes wrong in the kitchen, iis'effecta 
is apt to be felt by idl the membeivs 
of the family — purliculiuly the 
males. Good cooking is of "tho ut- 
most importance lo both health aud 



comfort. A badly coi ked meal is 
very apt to upset u i)ersou'8 digestivo 
organs for some time. 

While, of course, every man who 
can afford it ought to bo willing to 
hire a cook in onler to save his wifo 
the drudgeiT of prepanng the meals, 
still there are a great tminy men wlio 
cannot possibly iilfuid to "do so, luul 
its no one can foresee their future 
fate, every girl should learn how to 
cook. Even if they belong to wealthy 
homes, ciises may arise where such 
knowledge will co'me in play. In one 
of the comic papers a few a few years 
ago, there wi ro some pictures illustrat- 
ing the troubles of a young couple. 
The gentleman catue homo and asketl 
bis wife if dinner was ready. She 
said it was not, und moreover, she 
had found out that the cook did not 
know her business, but thut she pre- 
sumed that it would bojilright in the 
end. us sho had given suiJ cook a 
book on cookery. With this very 
wise remark she continued reading 
her novel. The gentleuiau, being 
hungry, thought he would g.) down 
to the kitt'hen and hurry the cook up 
a little. Down be went, and found 
the cook looking at a book, which 
was by the wiiy upside down, with n 
very puzzled expression on her coun- 
tenance. This ])icture was labeled 
vei-y appropriately, " Wanted — a 
school- niiisler." 

It 18 quile fashiiuiahlo nowadays 
for young hidies to learu how to cook, 
itnd so no liidy can call it a vulgar oc- 
cn))jilioii, foi' every one wants to be 
litsltionable. Queen Vicioiia had all 
her duughters tutight how to do bouse 
work, and ber husband, I have beard, 
hiid bis sous taught triules. The 
Prince of Wales, issuid to have shown 
with [iride to a fi>iend a pair of shoes 
which be luid made wiih his own 
princely hiimls. It is a German cus- 
tom to have royal persomiges langht 
how to work. " The reason for it is 
thiit a throne being a very shaky setit 
is apt. to bo overthrown, and tbo 
possessor, if bo is not killed, turned 
out of his kingdom, and if he coesnot 
know how to make himself useful he 
is apt to biivo a biird lime of it. so 
they " take time by the forelock," 
iiuij prepare for the'ovil day, which, 
while it may never come, if it does 
come, (soiiios without niucb Wiirtiing. 

In some parts of Germany, I have 
heai-d, it is the custom' when a 
young man wi.vbes to become a hotel 
keeper, ho begins at the lowest round 
of the laddtu' and works his way np, 
aud by this meiins be understunda 
thoroughly all the workings <if the dit- 
fei-etit depiirtments of bis hotel. I 
wish this system was introduced into 
the States. We need it, for at some 
of the hotels at which I hiive stopped 
the cooking Wiis wieiclied, iiml after 
eating. I hiivefeltiis if I had swallowed 
a.big lump of lead. A great deal of 
waste occtiis in the kitchen. Those 
I hat ought to know, sjiy tluit a 
French cook could mtike a good meal 
<mt of what an Irish one would throflr 
awiiy, iis unless French conks are not 
common in Amerioau, we are not ci- 
vilized enough for them, and decline 
jm-ing the birgc sahiries to which 
they are accustomed. It, is on tho 
whole probiibly fortttuate that such is 
the case, for the deliciicies which the 
French chefs us Ibey are called, while 
very good once iu u while are not as 
good for health as plain cooking — un- 
less one is iiccustomed to tho French 
stylo from childhood. 

Food has great influetice on tho 
brain and body. The naiiotts who 
arj itccnstomod to plain welt cooked 
food iiro more iuielligeut und hardy 
titiiii tlio.so who live on'lightdeliciicies; 
aud scorn solid fooil. In facts more 
deiiends on food and still more on the 
milliner in which it is prepared than 
is commoiily i liought.

you and I ! We should sit under a 
rock, porhaps.cookiugour ft>od im bits 
of stick over a rifo of dj;i 1 luMuclioa 
without roof to cover us, and certain- 
ly destitute of stoves, ranges, and 
stationary tubs. 

Only 11 mechanic ! Look at tho 
groat buildings that lino our streets, 
wliich vast Crowds enter witlimu four; 
think of tho long stretch of sidewalks, 
t-he bright gas lumps, the cold water 
to be bad by turning a little faucet ! 
Tliitik of the carriiiges we ride in, — 
the railroad c;ir, tho stciim engine. 
Think of almost anything we use, 
from a fork to a hair pin, ami tlu-n turn 
up your nose tit "a mechanic" if yon 
diiro. Mechanics, led on byseieniifio 
men, have made every improvement 
we rejoice in. 'J'bey are nieebaiiics of 
a better sort — mecbauics who liuvo 
oiiginal Ihouglits. 

Jlechanics are by no nioiuis an ignor- 
ant set of men, either. They gem'ral- 
ly kce|> pretty well up with tho times. 
They educate their fitmilies. They 
have neat little homes where you often 
find pianos and good books. Thanks 
to the adviintages ibey h;ivo here, they 
are, in this country "at least, well- 
spoken aud well-mannered people, 
with no servility about them, iitid no 
necessity for being servile. Ou holi- 
diiys they dress as well as anybody 
else, and are ofien moi-e comfurt;iblo 
ami grow a great deal richer tlum jwo- 
ple who speak so coniempluously of 
•■^amechmiit"." without really think- 
ing what a mechanic is, or whiit— if ho 
IS a genius— be may be. It would lie 
an uncomfortable world if mecbauism 
uud niecliaiiics wcr« left out of it. 
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GARFIELD MEMORIAL. 

A few weeka ago, the Journal an- 
nonnced to the public a proportion 
to place a suitable memorial at Keii- 
• dall Green to commemorate the ser' 
Tices rendered to deaf-mutes by ibe late 
President of tbe United Slater, James 
A. Garfield. The Faculty of the 
Deaf-Mntc College .took the matter 
into conxideration and tbcy Lave ap- 
pointed a committee who fiend the re- 
solt of their deliberations, which wili 
be found in anothei- column. 

Up to the present lime, we have re- 
ceived several letters from prominent 
deaf-mutes, all of whom cordially 
favor tbe project and promise to co- 
operate in any plan which may be de- 
Tised to bring it to a successful ter- 
mination. 

No deaf mutes who know of the 
deep interest and large hearted phil 
anthropy which General Garfield at 
all times manifested towards deaf- 
mutes will refuse to contribute bis or 
her mite to aid the present landable 
undertaking. 

Apart from individual sub8cri])tion, 
the deuf-mute societies and associa- 
tions miglit each make a suitable do- 
nation. Tbe Empire State Associa- 
tion will no doubt render substantial 
aid ; the Ohio Alumni Associution 
ought to make a liberal contribution ; 
the Manhattan Literary Association 
(the foremost of all mute societies 
of its kind) will, we feel sure, 
display its accustomed liberality; the 
Catholic Literary Union is sure to 
come forward with a comparatively 
handsome sum -, the Boston tSocieiy 
will not be fuund in tbe rear; and 
from the Clerc Literary Society, 
and the Chirological Lyceum, of 
Philadelphia, as well as the Anderson 
Literary Society, of Cincinnati, and the 
Detroit Deaf-Mute Society, it is rea- 
sonable to expect valuable assistance. 
The project is one calculated to 
bring deaf mutes of all States promi- 
nently before the public, and will have 
a beneficial influence upon the welfare 
of deaf-mutes in all quarters of the 
Union. Tlie various Legislatures of 
the different Slates will be gratified 
know that the mutes whom they are 
assisting and have assisted appreciate 
their efforts and are benefited by 
their annual appropriations ; for is it 
not a sign of grateful and intelligent 
manhood to acknowledge in tbe way 
which is proposed the assistance 
which the illustrious martyr-President 
rendered, not to a few individuals 
only bnt to our whole class ; and the 
influence of bis deeds for the benefit of 
deaf-mutes still remains, although he 
has passed away. 

We will keep onr readero informed 
of the progress of the movement, and 
will do all in oar power to contribute 
to its BQccess.

In this leltei, we lire pre])aM'd lo 
])rehent lo the reiidt'rs af the .Iodknai, 
a dtsciiplive skelcrh of the college 
gymnasiiiiii as il apjiearH in its sliUt^ 
of comjiletion. 

'I'hu Htrnctnre JH a modilication of 
the HwisH stylo of nrchiteoture, bear 
ing in its e\t(!rnnl npponriinco clowe 
resemblance to a mod<.'rnized Kwiss 
cbiilot. It is two HtoricH in hci^jht, 
end constriKded in the most subs! an 
tial manner, tho walls and g('n- 
ei'iil appoint mcniH being in harmony 
with tho purijosu for which il is in 
tended. 

Tlie edifice stands on tho college 
groundH to tlie north west of the 
main building, boing midway botwoon 
college and Facidly row, and having a 
frontage of sixly four feet. The 
whole of tlio oxifrior walls of the 
first Hoor above tho ground lino nre 
of brick set in bluck mortar, with 
rounded corbels for tho Mipinirt ol 
the boiinifl upholding the secotul story. 
From tho second fl .or upward, the 
wuHh nre of wood, tbe frame being of 
the best Virginia j)iiie, showing both 
exterior (iikI interior. This fiaine sti)) 
ports the roof which are of the mansard 
pattertl, covered with peach bottom 
«hite. At tlie exiremelies of Iho main 
roof lire gables flitted with panels of 
carved pino nnd surmonnl<'d by 
ornamental fiiinlB. A beautiful cfTecl 
is given to llie whole by the |>arli 
colored lints used in the finish of tlxi 
exterior wo(.>d-work. 

Kill eri tig the building of the Fust 
Bide through a veiidii, tho visitor 
turns to IIk^ right and finds himself 
in tho bowling .'illey. This is an 
apartment Hixly-nine fet^t long by 
eighteen feet wide, well siipplifMl witli 
light and healing apparatus. Extend 
ing nearly the whole length of the 
apiirlmeiils are two alloys s(!paraio<l 
by Iho ball frnmo. At the further 
I'xlremiiy at the pin stiimls and be- 
liind (hem well ]i idded cuslnons for 
breaking the force of the bails afier 
being bowled. Altogether tho bowl 
ing alley is a very neat and well con 
fltrnciod Mpartmenl. Underneath this 
is the boiler room oonlaining the 
boiler and pipes which supply heat 
during the (!old w<mlhor. 

ifetracing his steps, the vi.-ilor ncxi 
enters the imiin linilding nnd almost 
at the entrance he is ushi^red into the 
Nal.aloiimn on tho ground floor. This 
coiiHisLs of an e.\ciivalioii forty-four 
/eefc long, twenty six feet wide and 
about eight feet deep, and is ca])ahlo ol 
holding an nv<'rago of 2!»,2r)() ijallonH 
oT water. Tho walls of tho pool nre 
built of bard brick Inid in cement, 
(/'overing Hie l)ri<d<w()rk is a coat of 
porl land cement of such a mixture 
that tho work is waterproof. Toe 
MJiJier portions of the wall above the 
water lino are trimmed with ft facing 
(if six conrMOH of eiinnieled butt brick 
projecting an inch from the face of 
the work below and on a line with 
tlKMiement liiiinh. The floor is of 
(he Hiinie miiteiial nnd finished in the 
hiiMie nianmrns the vvidls. JJy cnrefiil 
atlenlion to the syMlem of drainnge it 
has been ho arranged that a constniit 
flow of water is kept nj), thus inevent- 
>ijj^8taguttlionaud keeping the water iu 



a constant state of purity. Along tho 
walls of the npartnient and having the 
pool as a centre, are the retiring rooms 
and private closets constructed of 
VirginiA pine and fitted up in the 
neattst possible style. Each room has 
a small scat, a shelf and hook, while 
along tho walls run heating pipes for 
Ke p.ng a propi r tiinperalure. Thcf.o 
closets take up tho North, East and 
West sides. In the private rooms arc 
corner wash basins with counter sinks 
marble top and sides, and moulded 
edges. The walls of the room are set 
oil' with a palish tint being in good 
contrast with tho yellowish lingo of 
the wood work. 

Leaving the bath room and a'^cend- 
ing a broad, winding slaircaso, wo 
reach gymnasinm hall which in some 
of its arrangements is a copy of the 
Harvard gymnasium. Across the east 
side of the room running from North 
to youth is tho visitors' gallery rest- 
ing on beams framed into posts and 
supported by two intermediate posts. 
It IS reached from tho liall by a stair- 
case. The flooring of this gallery is 
graduated into dais-like tiers, thus 
niroiding a good view of the whole 
inttuior. Almiidance of light is fur- 
nished l)y three windows each on the 
east nnd west hidi^s and six windows 
on the Soiilh. These are gla/.ed with 
rolled c.ithedral glass set in lead 
work. Eiich window is fitted with an 
iron casement in a frame of tho same 
iiietill, working on a pivot. The light 
l.hiiH furnished in (xniiiection with the 
pievai ing liglil woods ii.-sed in furnish- 
ing, gives a ciiei'iful and inviliiig air 
lo the whole interior. 

Ill diU'eieiit parts of this npartmoiit 
are arranged llie various .'Hip.iratus. 
riiey were all especially recommend- 
ed by Dr. Surgent, the eminent au- 
thority of the Harvard and wore put 
up under his personal supiM-vision. 
i'no first lo strike the atlenlion are 
tlui cliesl weights which take up 
part of both sides of the room. 
Their movements which nro nu- 
merous and various tend to 
siiaiglilen and i^nliirgo \\w muscles 
of tho chest and adjacent parts. The 
other .iiiaratiis are the treadle, for 
■slrengl Induing tho muscles of \\w. 
lower limbs; the rowing machine, 
the wrist slrenglheiior ; tho bnck 
lift, the horizontal and parallel bars, 
la<lilers, rings, and v.'irious otiior 
.ippliances intended for physical 
ciilliire.

The meeting of tho Manhattiin 
Literary Association opened at 8 : 1.') 
p M., on Thursdiiy, November 17ih, 
with Vice-President (now President) 
Klingmiin jjresiding. The iirst thing 
tirought u|) was the reading of the 
minnios of the last meeting by Secre- 
liiry Hogan, which was adopted, 
'i'lieii the debate, notice of which was 
given last week, was in order. The 
question wns: "Are polilicid ])arties

Tho voting nenrly resulted in a fie, 
iho anirm.'itivc side winning nine and 
the negiiiive eight voles. 

The Roane loan, not the Room, ns 
tho intelligent ty|>o put it last week, 
was then tirought Uj). Secret nry Ho- 
gan said that he hnd sent a postal 
card to Mr. Roane's ))laco of business 
luid hnd received n letter from jMr. 
Uoane's wife, wliiidi it seems, flilly 
refused to jiiiy a (Mint, and defied the 
society to make them do so. This 
cnlleil forth a great deal of discussion 
and tho mntter was laid on tho table 
for further .liscussion, and Treasuier 
Ijnms was requested to go in )V'rson 
and try and Iniiig aliout a satisfactory 
aijrecment. Just at this time, lh<> 
Rev. Dr. Gallmidet entered the room 
and exchiinged greeliiigs with the 
HU'inbers, nnd when I he discussion 
had been brought to an end he re- 
quested the moinbers atlontion for a 
few minutes, and asked permission (>f 
the President to say a few words, 
wlii(di was of (ioiirso granted. Dr. 
Gnlhindiit said he was ilelighted to 
see those present, and s:iid Ihnt re- 
membering that many of those present 
resided in Brooklyn, lie thought 
it would not be out of the w.iy to lot 
them know that on next Sunday, 
services would b)> held in St. Ann's 
('hiirch, in Brooklyn. Ho also re- 
marked on Mr. MeCune's death, and 
nd vised the members to be ready for 
the (mII, which niny come at any 
momeni,. " In the midst of life we 
are in death." 

Thoroveruud gcnllemmi said he had 



received a communication from tho 
t'liairman of the Comniiltee on he- 
tiires and debates, requesting him to 
deliver a lecture before tho Associ i- 
tion on Januiiry I'Jtb, 1882. He said 
it would give him great pleasure to do 
so, and God willing, he would try to 
select some subject of interest to the 
members. Afier bidding tho mem- 
bers good evening he descended from 
the stage and made his way out. 

John Hogan, Ohairmnn of the Com- 
mittee selected to carry tho Levee 
to glory, then made Iris reptirt.

Mr. Bnseb, another member of the 
Commiltee, said he li;ld inl<>rviewed 
the jiroprietor of Terrace Garileii, a 
beei-gnrdeli, somewhere up in the 
wilds of YorkvilUf, and had also view- 
ed the Dancing Academy near the 
same ))lac(f. 

Mr. William Temple, the Inst mem- 
ber of the Commiliee, said he had 
found no hnll suitable, but api)roved 
.Mr. John Hogan's choice, as it is in 
the centre of the most popular part 
of the city, and nenr all the great 
hotels, can be easily reached from 
Brooklyn and is only two blocks 
from bolh the I4tli and 18lh street 
stations on the Phird Avenue Elevat- 
ed lldlway, nnd can be easily reached 
by Several lines of cross town oars. 

A full account of what followed is 
unnecessary, and it will bo sufKcienI 
to say that the Levee is a settled af- 
f.air. . Il is to bo held on Wednesday 
evening, Decendier 2Sth, at 8 o'clock, 
at the Teutonic Assembly Rooms, 
Kith Street and Third Avenue.

$1 50— llia.t, is, a gentleman cnn buy 
a ticket for $1.50, be cm take one 
lady with him and both can obtain- 
admittnnco to the hall with that tick- 
et; but if the genllenian does not 
have any lady he will still have to 
pay $1.50 for adnission.

After leaving the al)()ve we hurried 
to Sou ill Ferry, ero.ssed to New York, 
and took the Oth Avenue Elevated 
Railway nnd in twenty minu:es nfter 
we boarded tho train, ihe "Iron boss" 
had deposited us at I4ili Street. We 
hurried to St. Francis X.avier's Church, 
where Rev. M. P. CoSiin was deliver- 
ing services to quite a hirge number 
of deaf-mntes, many of them ladies. 

Tho attendance at St. Ann's, New 
York, wns as iisutd (piite large. 

Mr. Thomas W. Brown, is happy 
at last. Cause — his wife r.cenily 
v'avo birth to a female cliild, and 
though ho wished it W:i8 a boy, Tom 
is the happiest man alive and his phiz 
is lik(! a tnll moo.i. 

A few weeks ago, a deaf mufe, who 
had been working on a daily in one 
of the Western cities, came to tli(> 
Metropolis thinking he knew enough 
to obtain employment. lie got a 
a job in Munro's publishing house on 
Frankfort Street, but did not hold if 
long. He recently vamoosed and has 
returned lo his Western home. Deaf- 
mutes who think they cnn make their 
fortune here, are mistaken, unless they 
nre master of their Ir.ade. Skilled 
hands are only wanted. The other 
cities take the second and third class 
workmen. 

Mr. Moses Heymay is again in tho 
Metropolis, after .an extensive tour 
out West. 

Wo hear the Committee on debates, 
and lectures of both the M. L. A. and 
O. L A., nre making arrangements to 
have a debute between two members 
from each Society. Look out for red- 
hot work.

The 
noise of their ajipronch friglilened 
away Mr. Gibson's vistors, wlio, the 
police believe, intended to rob the 
empty safe.

Dkar Fbiknd : — I beg for some 
space in your esteemed paper to in- 
form many of my friends an 1 fidlovv 
mutes that I have been, so far, in the 
1)1 st of health and spirits. The jias- 
sage across tlu^ Atlantic was a glori- 
ous one, interrupted In' only .a few 
slight storms and heavy seas. I re- 
gret not having had anything strong- 
er than tfl'.ose. I alwnys irionglil 
gales and hurricanes .ire such beauti- 
ful and romantic scenes. Though 
this is the first trip I ever made 
.across the ocean, nnd wns the only 
one on board the "Librador'' who 
did it for the first fiiiu\ I was ainoii<; 



It is really quite refrt'shing to, once 
in n whilt>, come across such nu out- 
spoken article as that of "Timothy 
Sliirks" in the Joiihnai. of November 
lOih. Tho subject is one of great 
importance, and if some sort of re- 
form could be introduced in the 
method of appointing teachers in our 
Institiilions, the amount of good ac- 
eonip.ished would be incalculable. 

But the way in which most of our 
institutions nre managed ai present 
almost precludes the hope that any 
thing like reform in the matter can be 
looked for. ynless, indeed, among the 
Trustees of each can be fouiivl one or 
two who take a deep [lersoual interest 
in the man.agtnit'iit, such ns would 
lie taken by one who has a mute 
cliild of his own, and is particular in- 
to whose hands the instruction of the 
child falls. I say instruction, be- 
'cause very often tne intellectual de- 
partment isJ-kg most neglecteii of any 
in the Institution. Tlie Trustees 
come once in a while to inspect the 
Institution, and if they find the thing 
ill its place, they are satisfied. How 
often do they enter ihe school rooms 
andnoleihe jirogress of the pupils 
and methods pursued by our teachers? 
The reason why the public schools 
are managed so well is they are con- 
trolled by men who have cliildren in 
them and tlu^y know that if incom- 
petent teachers are appointed il will 
rebound to tho injury of themselves. 

A system of rigid and impartial ck- 
aminntious of applicints for positions 
as teachers would bo an immense 
stride towards the improvement of 
our Institutions. It would be best 
for the principal, ns he is supposed lo 
know the requirements, to prepare 
the questions and then turn them 
over lo a Commitleo of disinlerested 
persons X.<fi e.vamiiie the applicants, 
who shall mark and grade and then 
report to the Board, which W(mld 
then have something to guide them in 
iheir appointments. 

It is safe to say that at least half of 
the teachers now employed in our in- 
stitutions would not be able lo pass a 
competitive examination, but there 
!iro many among them whose experi- 
ence of years may be said to fairly 
ofl'set their want of learning. 

I have noticed many teachers who, 
when they began to t(\ach years ago. 
knew more and were better informed 
than they novyr are. The reason is : 
When they were first appointed they 
were fresh from school, academy or 
colleg(>, but, having secured their ap 
pointment, they considered them- 
selves secure for life, and instead of 
keeping themselves posted on pass- 
ing events, new productions of litera- 
ture, discoveries in science or new 
and improved imthods in their own 
field of labor, neglected them, never 
read any thing, and have thus allowed 
iheinselves to fall behind, and still 
cling to the same old ruts they have 
I'ean aocust()med to for years. 
"Very o'^len, however, this is the 
fault of the management of "the 
Institution which compels Ihe teacher 
lo teach all dav and then take charge 



perfect right to protest against hit 
adilressing them, or even forbid bis 
attending their meetings, but in this 
(laae, w liy did it take them so long to 
find out that the person wns objec- 
tionable. It does look as if he was 
fiat objectionable at the time 
but that a few have been 
impressing the m.any that he 
is. Their excuse that they did 
not wish to disturb the proceedings 
is entirely " loo thin. ' Any body can 
rise to protest without disturbing a 
meeting and he thereby reserves the 
right of furtlier action. Having by 
their silence during the proceedings 
and acipiiesced thereto and practically 
indorsed Mr. Tillinghast's action, 
they lost their right to protest, and 
should have kept silent over after.

To Mr. Gorham D. Abbott : Yes, I 
do make it a rule to be sure that I am 
right before I go ahead. He said that 
I wrote ray article in bitter enmity. 
No, I did not, but simply wrote fully 
and truly of what the Boston Deaf- 
Mute Society protested in regard to 
.Mr. Tillinghast's conduct of inviting 
Mr. Livingstone to the platform. He 
further said that I was too mean to 
accuse Mr. Tillinghast of falsehood 
and prevarication. No, I was justi- 
fied ill saying it, because Mr. (ieo. A. 
Holmes, one of Mr. Tillinghast's col- 
leagues, Stat d to the pnlilic that he 
had an interview with Mr. Tillinghast 
who attempted to (xcuse himself by 
blaming the audience. On hearing 
of il, we were indignant on being 
Id lined and denied of ever calling for 
Mr. Livingstone. We, of coursts 
threw the blame back on him. Ab- 
bot alleged that some one else wrote 
part of my article. That is no news to 
Boston, for I have made it known 
that 1, being pressed uitU other busi- 
ness, asked him to help me, which he 
did . 

Wliethor Mr. Tillinghast does any- 
thing, no matter whether rit'ht or 
wrong, Abbott, being an intimate 
friend of Mr. Tillinghast, always en- 
dorses him. While I am not under 
tlie thumb of anybody, and am in- 
dependent in indorsing anything right 
or condemning anything wrong, with- 
out favor or fear.
